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Don‘t Eat the 
Mistletoe! 

Those purchasing live sprigs of 
mistletoe for decorating. during 
the holidays are reminded that its 
white berries contain a poisonous 
substance and should be kept out 
‘ef reach of children. Binds eat the 
berries, but their toxic compounds 
are poisonous to animals and man. 
‘Although not indigenous to this 
area, mistletoe is available from 
florists ‘and. in other shops in 
Maine during the Christmas  sea- 
son and the warning label which 
usually laccompanies the plant 
should not be ignored. 

Over 500 species of mistletoe 
‘grow as parasites on oak and 
other trees in the warmer areas 
of the United States, Great Bri- 
tain and many other countries ar- 
ound. the world. Its large clumps 
of dense foliage. are expecially 
visible in tall trees, of our souith- 
erm states at this time of year, 

Why mistletoe for the holidays? 
Probably from British folklore, 
where it was the object of super- 
stitious veneration and considered 
to have magical powers, It could 
ainduce prophetic dreams. Tt was 
considered a panacea for chil- 
dren’s ailments (though actually 
poisonous), and it was a charm 
against witches. An arrow poison 
was made from its. berries by 
Norsemen centuries ago. 

The Christmas custom of kissing 
under the Mistletoe came from 
the English who borrowed the idea 
from the Scandinavians’ belief the 
plant was sacred. A branch of 
Mistletoe tacked over the doorway 
meant peace to all who entered!

BIOLOGISTS ARE STARTING 
WINTER DEER MONITORING 

Wildlife Biologists have begun 
setting up. the annual Deer Winter 
Severity Index program, which 
Monitors the condition of Maine’s 
wintering deer herd, according to 
Fish and Wildlife Commissioner 
Glenn Manuel. 

“Fairly high deer populations 
over much of the state will be 
Poing into the winter in generally 
excellent shape — fat and. healthy, 
A not-too-severe winter should see 
them through in reasonable con- 
dition,’’ says Manuel. 

Under the supervision of Assist- 
‘ant Research Leader Gerald R. 
Lavigne, wildlife biologists are 
setting up 46 data collection sites 
at deer: wintering areas statewide. 

Weekly méasurements of snow 
depth and snow profile character- 
istics,, as well as deer sinking 
depths, ; are; daken in open and 
sofin cover types. by wildlife 
biologists, wardens and other co- 
openatorg, Nineteen of these sta- 
tions also have thermographs, 


which constantly record air tem- 


ures. 

From the data collected, Lavigne 
computes a winter severity index 
CWSI) for each month—and ulti- 
mately for the entire winter, La- 
‘wigne said the WSI for last year 
Wag 55—a relatively mild winter 
for Maine, A normal WSI for a 
Maine winter statewide would be 
in the 70's; indices above 100 
would bé considered critical for 
deer survival, according to La- 
vigne 


“My impréssion is that the deer 
this fall are fat, but not hog-fat 
as they vere a year ago,” says 
Lavigne. Failure of the mast (nut) 
crop over miich of the state this 
fall hag reduced the deers’ nat- 
ural ‘food to some extent. 

“On the plus side,” Lavigne 
adds, “our fawn survival was 
high, and we have lots of well- 
developed large fiawns which 
‘should well survive the winter.” 

Also encouraging to Lavigrie is 
‘the fact that yearling deer ure es- 
‘pecially well-developed this year. 
“They had a good start in the 
winter of 1980 with plenty of food 
and ati easy wititer, Their physical 
condition statewide is excellent.”

Fee on Imported Oil Would 
Hurt Maine Consumers 

With the winter season now up- 
on us, the cost of home heating 
oil in Maine is an inescapable 
problem we all have to flace. The 
cost of heating a home in Maine 
is considerably higher than most 


other states, in fact Miaine and - 


New Hampshire hiave the most ex- 
pensive home heating costs in the 
nation. 

That is why I am very disturb- 
ed about reports that the Adminis- 
tration is: considering action that 
will add even more to home heat- 
ing ‘costs—a fee on imponted oil 
and petroleum products. Appar- 

ently, the proceeds from the fee 
awould be used to help reduce the 
deficit. 

Most of the heating oil available 
to Maine consumers is imported, 
Adding ‘an import fee—a fee which 
will be paid for by consumers—is 
simply unconscionable.

It would ‘affect not 
only the price of oil we use to heat 
our homes, but also the price of ° 
fuels that run our businesses and 
industries—a price that in the fi- 
nal analysis will be borne by all 
consumers, as the price of gdods 
manufactured in ‘Maine are driven 
up to cover the increased costs.

SEN, WILLIAM COHEN 
From Washington 


One of the questions I am asked 
most frequently concerns lobby- 
ists: is it true that Washington 
is overrun with devious. chanac- 
ters carrying black bags who 
spend all their time attempting 
to pressure legislators and gov- 
ernment officials? 

The answer, of course, is no. 
By and lange, most lobbyists are 
effective spokesmen for their par- 
ticular clients or concerns, and 
frequently make it possible for 
“average citizens” to have better, 
more direct access, to the govern- 
ment. 

Every citizen has the right to 
communicate with his elected re- 
presentatives. However, no citizen 
or corporation has the right to ask 
the government to reimburse the 
costs of these communications. 
The Senate recently took action to 
correct a very serious abuse of 
public funds which had threaten- 
ed to become a regular fixture of 
government contracting in Wash- 


ington, 

An audit of the Washington of- 
fices of 10 major defense contrac- 
tors, conducted in 1977 but not 
made public until January of this 
year, revéaled that taxpayers have 
financed some extremely question- 
able “public relations’’ expenses 
that have beén specifically built-in 
to government contracts. For eéx- 
ample: 

—Cost for entertaining military 
and congressional personnel, 
such ag hunting lodge parties on 
the Maryland shore, goose hunts, 
rides on corporate jets and 
yachts, and football tickets, 
claimed by a major contractitig 


—Costs related to a condominium 
in dn éxchisive Washitigton. ap- 
attmient house and éntertajzi-| 
mént éxpersés such ag silver’ 
ware, linens, bartender aid li- 
limdusitie service, claimed by ati 
aircraft manifacturer: 

Travel expenses to air shows in | 
Europe, incduding first class air 
fare and wives’ travel costs, 
charged off by another aircraft 
manufachirer. 


expenses paid to its employees to 
speak with editors, writers and 
publishers; and costs of a speak- 
ers bureau in an attempt to influ- 
‘ence public opinion in favor of the 
B-1 bomber. 

This firm also billed taxpayers 
for a $10,000 study of the econom- 
ic impact of the B-1 in congres- 
sional districts, across the country 
to show members of Congress 
which subcontractors in their dis- 
tricts were making parts for the 
bomber. Capitol Hill staffers re- 
ported that the firm’s lobbyists 
took the study from ofie Hill of- 
fice to another, trying to show 
members the economic importance 
of the B-4 to their district. 

The Senate recently acted to 
ensure that this practice is mot 
permitted fo continue. It passed 

an ‘amendment which I cosponsor- 
ed that prohibits the use of ap- 
propriated funds to pay ‘any costs 
directly associated with lobbying 
while a firm is undér a contract 
with the federal government. 

I yield to few people in my 
support for a strong national de- 
fense, I do not believe, however, 
that defense or other contractors 
should be able to bill lobbying 
costs to their defense contracts 
while at the same time deducting 
those expenses from ‘their taxes. 
Curtailing this practice will not 
harm the quality of our defense 
and will, I hopé, restore somé 
public confidence in the govern- 
ment,

Commissioner Glenn Manuel 
says preliminary reports indicate 
that old-fashioned firearms enthu- 
siasts took only eight deer during 
the three-day season, which fol- 
lowed the close of the regular deer 
hunting season. 

Manuel had earlier announced 

that the preliminary deer kill for 
the generial firearms season, which 
ended Nov. 28, was. 32,339. 
. “A good supply of deer available 
to hunters. made the harvest pos- 
sible in spite of prolonged warm, 
wet weather and a definite reduc- 
tion in hunting pressure observed 
this year,” Manuel said. 

The average deer kill for the 
10 years preceding this season is 
29,579 — making this year’s Kill 
about 9% above the 10-year ‘aver- 
age. 

Hunters — particularly, in south- - 
ern Maine where the most deer 
are found and hunting pressure is 
heaviest—fiaced days of sustained
